NEW ORLEANS. 
WORKING IN THE DARK. 
Special Dispatch to The. Tribune. 

New Oxceans, La. April 9.—The object of 
the private session of the Commission to-day 
was to arrange a programme. The proceedings 
of Saturday were slow, and it was felt that at 
that rate of progress the investigation might 
extend over a month. The expression of views 
by private citizens has been carried too far. 
Everybody here has views, and is willing to ex- 
press them. The important result thus far ac- 
complished by the Commission has been to hold 
the two Legislatures in session. Neither of 
these bodies has business to transact, 
but neither is willmg to adjourn while 
the Commission is here. So long as 
the sessions continue the probability increases 
that a sufficient number will be won ever from 
the Packard Legislature to constitute a legal 
quorum in the Nicholls body. The process of 
pacification will thus have been accomplished, 
and the Commission will deserve credit. The 
Democratic Legislature will adjourn by the end 
of the week if the Commission has finished its 
work by that time. 

THE DEMOCRATIC SENATOR 
is iikely to be chosen Thursday. A rumor 
has been abroad that Nicholls has been 
offered the Senatorship by the ultra 
people, who are aaxious to get him 
out of the way and make Wiltz Governor. Asa 
Liberal Senator Nicholls would be the next 
thing to a Kepublican, and would be a Hayes 
man, but he 
18 NOT A CANDIDATE, 

and the chances favor one of the extremists. 
Nicholls has declined to entertain any proposi- 
tion forthe reorganization of his Legislature, 
saying he has now power in the premises. Only 
the Legislature can pass upon the qualifications 
of its members, and it bas taken action decisive- 
ly. It is believed the labors of the Commission 
will be concluded this week. 

YESTERDAY'S SESSION OF THE COMMISSION. 

The session of the Commission extended from 
10 to 6 o'clock. A committee of twenty or 
thirty leading capitalists of New Oricans was 
first admitted. At the head of it were Jobn 
Phelps, J. B. Lafitte, Cyrus Busse, eotton fac- 
tors; Sam Kennedy, of the Bank of Louisiana; 
Thomas Addams, of the Crescent Insurance 
Company; W. B. Schmidt, wholesale grocer; 
Albert Baldwin, hardware; J. H. Oglesby, 
President of the largest National Bank, hitberto 
fiscai agent of the State, and a strong Repub- 
lan, now acting with Nicholls. These men 
represent the largest business interests of the 
State. They advocated the case of Nicholls, 
saying that the support of his Government was 
esscntial to the prosperity of the community.

PRESENTED THE COMPROMISE 

which they were sent to suggest. It consists in 
a reorganization of the Legislature on the basis 
ot the Returning Board, all members to be ad- 
mitted whose seats are not contested. The 
Legislature thus organized would have in the 
Scuate, thirty-three members,—seventeen Demo- 
crats and sixteen Republicans, and in the House

Tur LETTER OF GOV. PACKARD 
to President Hayes, dated March5. The letter 
has never before been published, though it has 
been often asked for. It ts entitled: Official 
request by Gov. Packard for recognition by 
President Hayes. Tae letter is as follows: 

State or Lovisianxa, Executtve Derantuesr, 
New Onigans, March 5, 1877.— To His reellen 
Rutherford F. Hayes, President of the United 
States, Washington, D. C.—Sin: I most t- 
fully ask that the affairs of this distracted State 
mav receive at your hands the earliest considera- 
tion and action consistent with your high duties 
and obligations. Under existing ¢ircums#tances 
there are in Louisiana two so-called Governments, 
one established under the strict forms of law, the 
other resting upon no basis of law or equity, being 
set up and maintained by force alone; each receiv- 
ing from the military arm of the National Govern- 
ment the same consideration, though one is mani- 
festly in insurrection against the State. Every 
material interest of the State suffers from this 
anomalous condition of affairs. Its public credit 
is impaired, and life and property are deprived of 
the protection of the court, a im fact, by the 
forcible seizure and overthrow of the Supreme 
Court, the law has been turned out of doors. 
The‘legality of the Government I represent is full 
set forth in other communications which will 
douodtiess be laid before you. Rvery requirement

Wasnixeton, D. C., April 9.—Notaing offi- 
cial has been received by the Administration 
from the Louisiana Commission, and it is 
doubtfulif they make any report to the Presi- 
dent before their return. The unwillingness 
which the leaders of both parties in New Or- 
leans publicly express to attempt to organize a 
Legislature composed of members admitted on 
all hands to have been clected is not considered 
here as an indication that the Commission 
will certainly fail im this part of 
its mission. Both Packard and Nicholls 
know that it is absolutely necessary for them 
to display as much backbone as possible, and 
not to appear willing to compromise anything, 
in order to keep up the spirits of their follow 
ers and prevent disintegration. if, therefore, 
they were actually contemplating an acceptance 
of a compromise such as that proposed, they 

might take every means in their power to 

CREATE A PUBLIC OPINION 

that they would accede to nothing of the kind. 
This happened in 1875, when Wheeler went to 
New Orleans and effected a compromise 
by which the Democrats got control 
of the Legislature and the Republicans 
received assurances that Kellogg would not be 
disturbed in the exercise of his office as Gov- 
ernor during the remainder of his term. While 
the negotiations which resulted in this compro- 
mise were pending, and at the very time when 
both parties were on the point of agreeing to 
them,the reports which were daily received from 
New Orleans indicated an unwillingness on the 
part of either the Republicans or Democrats to 
accept the conditions proposed. Those who are 


in favor of a compromise such as was suggested 


in the letter of instructions to the Commission, 
written by Secretary Evarts, are not, therefore, 
at all disheartened by the character of the re- 
ports daily received from New Orleans, but will 
HOPE FOR ITS SUCCESS 
until the Commission makes its full report. 
But if the Commission fails to induce the fol- 
lowers of Nicholls to reorganize the Legislature 
on an undisputed basis, there will still remain 
other duties for them to perform, and other 
subjects upon which they will be expected to 
report to the President. For instance, it will 
be their duty to inquire and ascertain if possi- 
ble what effect upon the peace and quiet 
of the State a withdrawal of the 
United States troops from their present 
position in New Orleans would have, and 
whether or not there is danger that it would be 
followed by violence and bloodshed. It is the 
President’s duty to protect the State of Louis- 
jana and all other States from domestic violence, 
and to use the troops under his command for 
the preservation of the peace.

A vigorous investigation of the life-insur- 
ance companies and the life-insurance system 
is now in the hands of the public, the policy- 
holders, and the Legislature of New York. 
An unusually well-informed correspondent 
calls attention, in a communication in anoth- 
er column, to three new lines of inquiry 
which ought to be followed up. There is no 
secret of life-insurance kept more impenetra- 
ble than the rate of commissions paid to so- 
licitors ; but enough has leaked out to make 
it certain that some of the leading compa- 
nies pay extravagant commissions, thé sum 
total of which is even a greater fraud on 
the policy-holders than the salaries the 
officers receive. Let us have some light on 
this point. Probably a still greater levy is 
made on the defenseless policy-holder by 
the shamefully-inadequate amount returned 
him as the cash value of a policy that has 
been allowed to lapse. Every policy-holder 
who lets his policy lapse is entitled, of right, 
to have given back to him, less some trifling 
percentage, the reserve part of the premi- 
ums he has paid,—that is, the sum laid aside 
and invested by the company to meet the 
extra risk of his later years. If he relieves 
the company from this risk, he is entitled, by 
all the principles of life-insurance, to receive 
back his money ; but the companies, in mak- 
ing such settlements, impose on the policy- 
holder whatever terms they will. A third 
subject of inquiry is one about which little 
has been said, but which obviously may un- 
cover a great abuse. It is to what extent, if 
any, have the officers of life-insurance com- 
panies made themselves and their families 
presents of paid-up policies? These are all 
matters on which the public, which is indis- 
tinguishable from the policy-holders, has a 


The Turks are at least consistent in their 
precipitate rush towards their manifest des- 
tiny. When the English Note was issued, 
they scouted it. When the Berlin Memo- 
randum was agreed upon, they would not 
listen to it. When the Austrian Note was 
proposed, they would have nothing do with 
it. Then came the Conference of all the 
Powers sitting in solemn session, and not one 
sentence of its findings was received with 
favor. Its decision was contemptuously re- 
jected, and its members were politely but 
firmly shown the door. England, Turkey’s 
best friend, begged, coaxed, remonstrated, 
and threatened, but all to no avail. The Porte 
was unanimous in rejecting the decision, the 
Council invited war and defied Russia, the peo- 
ple clamored for war. Russia did not act pre- 
cipitately. She issued a protgcol, call- 
ing upon the other Power to join 
her in demanding guarantees for the reforms 
the Turks are so profuse in promising, and 
offering to demobilize her vast armies 
when the guarantees were shown to be suf- 
ficient. All of the Powers have signed that 
protocol with the exception of Turkey, and 
Turkey appears to be ready to take the last 
step in the diplomatic prelude to the military 
tragedy by refusing to sign or disarm, and 
this notwithstanding the declaration of the 
Sultan in opening Parliament, that We 
have given proofs of our sincero desire to 
defer to the wishes and counsels of the 
friendly Powers.” The colossal audacity of 
this declaration is shown in some of the dis- 
patches this morning, which affirm that the 
Porte rejects the protocol, refuses to admit 
the Russian declaratlon of disarmament, de- 
clines to send an envoy to St. Petersburg, 
and rejects any interference in her negotia- 
tions With Montenegro. If this news be 
true, then war is a certainty. 

There can be no doubt-that Russia is thor- 
oughly prepared for the impending war, and 
will go into it with immense advantages, both 
morally and physically. By a bold diplo- 
matic stroke she has placed Turkey in the 
wrong, and all the other Powers having 
signed the prodétocol, Turkey will be left 
without allies, in case she has not signed. 
Russia has most undoubtedly made terms 
with Germany, and has an understanding with 
Austria which will prevent any interference 
from that Power, at least in the introductory 
stages of the war. She has also bided her 
time until there is a strong party in her favor 
in England, and will not go to war with Tur- 
key this time with all England against her, 
as she did twenty-five years ago. Italy, 
which has no sympathy with Turkey, is in 
sympathy with her; and France, which has 
no special interest in the Eastern question, 
is working in the general interests of peace 
by giving ber attention to her 
International Exhibition of 1878. As 
Vieron Hvco said the other day, in 
his Poris speech: It is a treaty of peace, 
the signing by all peoples of an act of fra- 
ternity, the pact of industries linked with arts 
and sciences,encouraging discoveries of prod- 
ucts, exchanged with ideas of progress,

sian fleet in 1875 consisted of 225 steam ves- 
sels, with 521 guns, distributed in the Baltic, 
Black, Caspian, and Aral Seas. It will te 
seen that the Turkish fleet is the stronger of 
the two, although the Russian has probably 
been increased since 1875, but this counts for 
little, as in case of war the fighting will be. 
mainly on land. It should also be estimated 
in this connection that Turkey will have other 
enemies than Russia. Peace with Montene- 
gro has not yet been settled, and is now fur- 
ther off than ever. Greece has long been 
ready for rebellion. Bosnia and Herszego- 
vina are still in the field. Afflicted Bulgaria 
will spring to arms against her merciless 
butchers, and without doubt Servia will be 
dragged into war again. As the first attack 
in case of war will in all likelihood be made 
by the Turks in the Black Sea, the following 
dispatches, which we find in the London 
Times, will show how the Russians have 
been spending their time pending the diplo- 
matic contest : | 
Opgssa, March 22.—Apart from the demobilized 
corps, and the corps appointed for the defense of 
Kustendji, the Russian Army of the South here is 
250, 000 strong, including 700 fleld-guns. All the 
corps are on a perfect war-footing. Along with 
that of Odessa, the harbors of Nicolaief and Aker- 
man have been protected by a series of batteries 
armed with the heaviest guns, and torpedoes, have 
been sunk to bar all hostile approach. By special 
command of Gen. Top.LesEn, coast batteries have 
been erected between Odessa and Akerman. 
Opessa, March 25.—Odessa is completely se- 
cured against an attack from the sea by about 700 


fortifications well planned and admirably armed. 
The torpedoes are laid about five miles off the har- 
bor, in such a way that no ship can enter harbor 
without coming within range of them. The fortifi- 
cations consist of eight batteries or detached works. 
Of these, the two piincipal ones are on the south- 
west, and two are to the northwest of Odessa. 
There are three batteries on the quay of the quar- 


harbor. These works are armed with about 200 
heavy breechloaders and mortars. The garrison of 
Odessa is about 10, 000 strong, bat in the neighbor- 
hood large masses of troops are in their canton- 
ments. 

The interest in the struggle, however, so 
far as the Black Sea is concerned, will be 
brief. The heart of the struggle must be 
south of the Balkans, and, between Russia's 
two vast armies, the one sweeping down 
from Kischineff, on the borders of the Pruth, 
through Roumania and Servia, and the other 
moving from Tiflis on the flank via the 
Asiatic side, the indications are inevitable 
that Turkey will be crushed like ap egg- 
shell, and meet the doom she has so long 
been inviting. 


THE CURSE OF THE SOUTH. 

The real impediment to the rehabilitation 
of the South may be found in the condi- 
tion of things described by a well-in- 
formed South Carolina correspondent of 
the New York Tribune. It is the sheer, 
persistent, chronic, and hereditary indis- 
position of the Southern whites to work. 
In any of the cotton, rice, or sugar growing 
districts of the South, the very same relations 
between the whites and blacks may be found 
that this correspondent has reported from 
South Carolina. In the cities, all the serv- 
ants, porters, cartmen, stevedores, etc., are 
blacks; in the country, all the field-hands 
are blacks. The whites may keep the shops, 
enter the professions, hold the offices, and 
hang around the central portions of the town 
talking politics, but they are never found in 
any vocation which requires manual labor. 
There are those who have been taught that 
such work carries disgrace with it, and is fit 
only for “‘ niggers”; there are others who 
profess this doctrine merely as an excuse for 
their refusal to work, and still others who 
have no excuse but pure cussedness.” All 
agree, however, in the absolute and universal 
determination not t soil ther hands by 
manual labor, no matter if poverty stares 
them in the face. 

No community can afford to support more 
than a certain proportion of” drones, and the 
proportion in all Southern communities is 
too large. In any county or town where 
there are 1,000 negroes, there may almost 
always be found the same number of idle 
whites. The decline of prosperity in such a 
community is a mere question of time. The 
blacks cannot if they would, and will not if 
they could, carry the whole burden of support- 
ing themselves and an equal number of lazy 
whites who affect a superiority over them. 
The negroes, while willing to work for self- 
support, are not an ambitious race, and are 
usually content simply to keep the wolf 
from the door. They are an imitative race, 
and yield readily to the force of example, 
especially when that example is set by white 
men. Fora time after the close of the War, 
and under the spur of their new condition of 
freedom and equality, they set about to ac- 
cumulate some substance of theirown. But 
it did not take them long to discover that 
their substance was being eaten up, in part 
by the carpet-baggers and in part by the 
idle native whites, and they soon relapsed 
‘into .the easy-going, shiftless habits of 
their race emancipated from the lash 
of the overseer. Then arose the cry 
that the negroes wouldn't work. It 
meant merely that they wouldn't work for 
the support of the whites, nor will they ever 
do so outside of slavery. There is no reason 
why they should, when their surplus earn- 
ings are not enjoyed by themselves, but are 
absorbed by the whites who want to live on 
them. The fact remains that the negroes do 
all the work that is done. They work | 
enough to get corn and bacon for their fam- 
ilies, and there they stop. The reason they 
stop there is because experience has taught 
them that surplus earnings will not improve 
their condition, but be absorbed in one way 
and another for the support of the non-pro- 
ductive whites who play the gentlemen, talk 
politics, damn the Radicals, curse the blacks, 
anathematize the carpet-baggers, and do | 
nothing else.

for idleness will soon be lacking. In every 
Southern State but two, the local Govern- 


ments have been turned over to the native 


population. In these two States—Svuth Car- 
olina and Louisiana—it is not unlikely thu 
every semblance of armed intervention to 
sustain the carpet-bag Governments will 
be soon removed. If, after that, the Sonth- 
ern States have corrupt politicians, it 
will be their own fault. There will be no 
longer any Federal interference to blame for 
political troubles, for bulldozing, for general 
prostration, But the Southern whites will 
find that their troubles will still continue if 
they shall all insist upon playing gentle- 
men-and holding the offices, and all refuse 
to do any share in the work of production. 
The prosperity of the South does not depend 
upon the withdrawal of the troops. In 
doing that President Harzs will merely take 
away the standing excuse for the prostration 
of the country. But, in the absente of 
slavery, the negroes cannot be coerced to 
work enongh to support themselves and as 
many more white men, any more than 
the foreign population of the North, con- 
sisting mostly of field-hands and day-laborers, 
could be coerced to support the native 
American population. The negroes will 
work more when they see white men work- 
ing about them, and when their surplus 
earnings serve to better their own condition ; 
but while the whites are content with a 
shabby-genteel poverty, the blacks will be 
content with their log-cabins, and shiftless- 
ness among the blacks with idleness among 
the whites will always furnish a favorable 
condition for social disturbances, political 
dissensions, and commercial prostration.
